Chinese Officials Visit Laurentian

From Monday, November 8 
to Sunday, November 2 1 , Laurentian 
University hosts a group of eleven 
Chinese delegates as part of the Ca- 
nadian International Development 
Agency (CIDA) "Distance Educa- 
tion for Western China" (DEWC) 
Program. 

The Program ' s objective is the 
amelioration of educational opportu- 
nities for people in remote areas of 
Western China, especially minori- 
ties. With $3.4 million in funding 
from CIDA, the program is also sup- 
ported by Cambrian College, Con- 
tract North, and the Open Learning 
Agency of British Columbia. 

The Chinese 
visitors will become fa- 
miliar with Laurentian's 
distance education net- 
work, which reaches out 
to First Nations commu- 
nities. The Chinese del- 
egates and representa- 
tives of Laurentian In- 
ternational hope to reach 
an agreement on the ac- 
cess for minority educa- 
tion, particularly in man- 
agement and technol- 
ogy. 




Director of Distance Educa- 
tion, Wendy Gerhard, explained that 
accessibility to education in China is 
limited. Only those who pass en- 
trance exams and who can afford the 
courses attain the privilege of a uni- 




versity degree. The purpose of the 
Chinese visit is to familiarize del- 
egates with the methods Laurentian 
has developed for making education 
more accessible. 

Delegates will also be exposed 
to the teaching techniques at Lauren- 
tian that are very different than those 
used in China. In China, Gerhard 
explained, instructors lecture with- 
out any indication of whether the 
students understand. At Laurentian 
interaction between students and in- 
structors is encouraged. 

The willingness of the visit 
showsChina's commitment to change 
its practices. Seven of the eleven del- 
egates are from minority groups in 
China; several representatives are in 
a position to make 
direct changes. 

Meanwhile, se- 
lections are being 
made at Laurentian 
for a student ex- 
change to China in 
May. The annual ex- 
change further pro- 
motes good relations 
and better under- 
standing between the 
two countries. 
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Francophone Student's Association to 
Celebrate its 25th Anniversary

The Francophone Student's 
Association was created in 1974when 
Laurentian University's French-lan- 
guage students launched a campaign 
to obtain greater autonomy. Their 
principal objective was to ensure a 
better representation to Francophone 
students who were represented by the 
Students General Association (SG A), 
a bilingual association. 

The process was launched on 
March 6, 1 974 during the University 
symposium that focused on Lauren- 
tian 's Francophone section of the 
SGAby an independent Francophone 
association. 




On October 2 1 , 1 974 a refer- 
endum was held to gauge the opinion 
of Francophone students. Of the 74% 
of students who voted, 60% voted 
favourably to the following question: 
"Do you want an independent 
Francophone student association?" 

As explained by Ren6e 
Dutrisac, AEF President, "Through 
their strong attachment of our past 
members to their Francophone cul- 
ture, the present generation of 
Francophone students can now rely 



on an association todefend theirrights 
on campus." 

To underline its 25 years of 
success, the AEF held earlierthis fall 
a wine-and-cheese evening, which 
was followed by a musical event, the 
"Franco-pub" held on October 15, 
1999, in the Grand Night Club. In an 
effort to mark this anniversary, the 
AEF reorganized its archives and is 
working on the production of a his- 
torical volume that should be pub- 
lished within the next year. 



Government's "Passport to Prosperity 
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Queen's Park 

The Provincial government 
has launched a new campaign to en- 
courage employers to hire high school 
students and provide them with 
workplace experience, announced 
Janet Ecker, Minister of Education 
and Dianne Cunningham, Minister 
of Training, Colleges and Universi- 
ties. The "Passport to Prosperity" ini- 
tiative will help school boards to of- 
fer all interested high school students 
the opportunity to learn through 
hands-on training, a requirement of 
the new secondary school program. 

"Work experience, such as co- 
operative education, provide high 
school students with the opportunity 
to develop skills that better prepare 
them to make the transition to work, 
training, apprenticeship, college and 
university," said Ecker. 

"This initiative gives students 
first-hand exposure to the jobs, 



growth, and prosperity in our prov- 
ince," said Cunningham. "Enhanc- 
ing the education of these young peo- 
ple through different learning oppor- 
tunities is a key goal of this pro- 
gram." 

The Passport to Prosperity 
campaign is an employer-to-em- 
ployer recruitment effort to provide 
opportunities for students to explore 
careers, and develop workplace skills 
and experience. Designed by the Pro- 
vincial Partnership Council, the ini- 
tiative is based on an outreach cam- 
paign including one-on-one contacts, 
information materials, special events 
and media stories. 

"Passport to Prosperity is an 
excellent opportunity for business, 
the community, and educators to work 
together to help young people de- 
velop the knowledge and skills that 
will help them make informed deci- 



sions about their futures and the train- 
ing and education required to achieve 
their goals," said Catherine Swift, 
Chairwoman, Chief Executive Of- 
ficer and President of the Canadian 
Federation of Independent Business 
and a member of the Provincial Part- 
nership Council. 

Implementation of the cam- 
paign will be supported by the On- 
tario Learning Partnership Group, a 
network of business-education coun- 
cils which build partnerships between 
employers and schools to benefit stu- 
dents. 

The announcement took place 
at the Sheraton Parkway Toronto 
North where eighteen high school 
students are learning a wide range of 
careers including accounting, health 
club administration, kitchen and ban- 
quet services, maintenance, customer 
service and hotel housekeeping. 



Drug Use Among Ontario Students 

on the Rise...

The Centre for Addiction and 
Mental Health's Ontario Student 
Drug Use Survey (OSDUS) reports a 
rise in the use of drugs, alcohol, and 
tobacco, among Ontario students. 
Surveys administered by the Institute 
for Social Research at York Univer- 
sity, were given to students in grades 
seven to thirteen. 

Dr. Edward Adlaf, lead scien- 
tist for the OSDUS stated, "The 1999 
survey results confirm the continu- 
ing upswing in drug use among On- 
tario youth that we have been seeing 
since 1993." He explained, "During 
the 80s we witnessed large declines 
in student drug use. However, since 
1993, use of drugs has been moving 
upward, to the point where current 
rates do not differ appreciably from 
the late 70s." 

The study found that in 1999, 



1 1 % of students reported hazardous 
drinking and 40% of these respond- 
ents also reported impaired mental 
health. As well, 6.5% of students 
claimed they were unable to stop 
drug use, compared to 2.9% in 1997. 

The study also reported sig- 
nificant increases in drug use of alco- 
hol, cannabis, and barbiturates, since 
1997. Since 1993, the study stated 
that the percentage of students who 
drink alcohol rose from 65.7% to 
56.5%. Meanwhile, the number of 
students who use no drugs has 
dropped from 36.3% to 26.8%. An- 
other finding of the study was the fact 
that students from Northern Ontario 
reported the highest rates of alcohol 
in the country at 77.6%. 

Researchers attributed the in- 
crease in drug use to a decline in the 
perception of risk and harm in drugs 
and a weakening moral disapproval 



of drugs. As well, the conceived avail- 
ability of drugs was considered a 
factor. 

The OSDUS provides infor- 
mation for Ontario youth program- 
ming in drugs and alcohol aware- 
ness. For example, the Centre has 
launched the "Virtual Party" on its 
website to encourage responsibility. 
The site simulates a party where youth 
have to make decisions about alco- 
hol, drinking and driving, dating, and 
drug use. 

Established in 1998, the Cen- 
tre for Addiction and Mental Health 
merged the Addiction Research Foun- 
dation, the Clarke Institute of Psy- 
chiatry, the Donwood Institute and 
the Queen Street Mental Health Cen- 
tre. The Centre is a teaching hospital 
affiliated with the University of To- 
ronto.

1999 Graeme Dick Memorial Lecture 
with Paul Hellyer 

Huntington University presents The 1999 Graeme Dick Me- 
morial Lecture with Paul Hellyer on Friday, November 1 9 at 7:00 pm. 
The lecture willtake place at Huntington University Lautenslager 
Hall, with free admission. 

Paul Hellyer was Canada's youngest Member of Parliament 
when he was first elected in 1949, and the youngest cabinet minister 
appointed to Louis St. Laurent's government eight years later. After 
a stint in opposition, he subsequently held senior posts in the govern- 
ments of Lester B. Pearson and Pierre Trudeau, who defeated him for 
the Liberal Party leadership in 1968. The following year, after 
recieving the rank of senior minister, which was later designated 
Deputy Prime Minister, Mr. Hellyer resigned from the Trudeau 
cabinet on a question of principle related to housing. 

Although Paul Hellyer is best known for the unification of the 
Canadian Armed Forces and for his heading the 1968 Task Force on 
Housing and Urban Development, he has maintained a life-long 
interest in macroeconomics. This led him to form Action Canada, a 
populist movement dedicated to the concepts of full employment and 
zero inflation with an emphasis on quality of life issues. 

Through the years, as a journalist and political commentator, 
hehas fought for economic reforms and has written several books on 
the subject. Influenced by projections fhatunemployment will remain 
in the 9% range until the end of the millennium, he joined a coalation 
of deeply concerned Canadians to launch the Canadain Action Party 
to contest the next federal election. 

A man of many interests, Hellyer's ideas are not abstractions. 
He was born and raised on a farm, and his business experience 
includes manufacturing, retailing, construction, land development, 
tourism, and publishing. He has also been active in community affairs , 
including the arts, and studied voice at the Royal Conservatory of 
Music in Toronto.

What are our demands? I thought I would spend a few minutes talking 
about what the demands are regarding ACCESS 2000. As you may know, 
ACCESS 2000 is the campaign that will culminate in a national day of protest 
and action set for the 2nd of February 2000. 

When talking about changing the status quo, it is important to be 
focused. It is easy to see that things are really bad for students but what 
changes could be made? This question is answered by the 4 demands that are 
part of the ACCESS 2000 campaign. 

Demand 1 . Increase in transfer payments by the Federal government for 
education. In 1995, the Federal government slashed transfers to the prov- 
inces. Five years later, the government is 1 2 billion dollars in the surplus and 
its time that money is returned to things like education. 

Demand 2. Tuition fee reduction. It is accepted by all that tuition is too 
high. The Provincial government has stated that tuition should be respon- 
sible for thirty -five percent of an institutions' operating budget, most places 
it is over forty . Government needs to keep its promise and scale tuition back. 

Demand 3. A national set of standards for education. Education is a 
Provincial responsibility. That said, so is health, but in order for provinces 
to get money for healthcare, they must meet certain minimums that protect 
quality and accessibility. Why should education be any different? 

Demand 4. A national set of grants for students in need. The provision 
of student aid should not equal a future of debt (which has reached on average 
$25,000). Only Japan and Canada (among industrialized nations) do not 
offer grants along with loans, yes that means the United States, Turkey and 
Paraguay are way more progressive in the way that they provide student aid. 
If debt is bad for government, why is it ok for students? 

There you have it, four demands that are within our reach and which could 
revolutionize our lives here at Laurentian. All that it will take is a great effort 
on February 2nd, to make sure that all of our voices are heard and that we are 
loud enough to be heard in Ottawa and Toronto. Let's do it!

Runes are very similar to 
tarot cards, being that they can 
answer any questions you possess 
with a relatively equal accuracy. 
But a known difference is that runes 
tend to be a little simpler to work 
with. A set of runes is composed of 
23 symbols, making it much easier 
to work with and it is easier to 
memorize the meanings of each 
symbol in comparison to the tarot, 
with 78 cards. Runes are said to 
represent simple human qualities, 
ideals, emotions and desires. They 
can remind us that even the most 
complicated problems orchal lenges 
can be related to twenty-four basic 
qualities, as well as the all-knowing 
quality that is 

found in the twenty-fifth rune, which 
is blank. The tarot is unable to 
achieve this however, not lowering 
its accuracy, but just demonstrating 
how the two work in different ways 
when it comes to readings.

the answer of your question. For a 
numerology spread, a person ran- 
domly selects five runes from the 
bag, then sets them down on the 
cloth, and then calculates the 
number.

For the 
other spreads however, you would 
use the meanings of each stone in a 
reading instead of the meaning of 
the corresponding number, giving 
you a broader answer. 

Runes were typically made 
from materials such as wood, bone, 
or clay, but now you can purchase 
them in a variety of different mate- 
rials such as stone, metal, or those 
the same as in the past (my own set 
personally being made of clay). For 
storage, you can follow the same 
procedure as tarot cards, being that 
they should be stored in something 
pure, most of the time a cotton, 
leather, or hessian drawstring bag. 
Also, getting a square or circle of 
silk to lay your runes down on dur- 
ing a reading is a must. Typically 
the color recommended is white, to 
ensure the purity of your stones, but 
like with tarot cards other colors 
can be used, keeping in mind that 
the color you use will have a direct 
effect on your readings.

^ricf^of the Tarot 



I've been the proud owner of 
my deck for about three and a half 
years now. They were picked out by 
me, but I did not purchase them since 
I had once been told that it jinxes your 
deck if you buy it for yourself. I 
instead received them as a gift for my 
birthday, and then that following 
Christmas I received from the same 
person a box made of pure wood. 
Now I'm sure you're curious about 
the relevance of this, but it is also said 
that you must keep your cards sur- 
rounded in something made of a pure 
material or else you risk 
""unpurify ing"" your cards and mak- 
ing them less accurate. The most 
common materials being either wood 
or silk, making sure that either is the 
pure before purchasing. There really 
is no harm in asking this, most people 
are all but too helpful in helping you 
find what you're looking for. 

For silk, you can use it in two 
manners: either you can just wrap 
your cards up in a length of it, or 
purchase a small bag made of it and 
just slide your cards in there. The 
plus side of using silk is that with it 
you can pick a specific color to wrap 
your cards in. I was told to wrap them 
in white to purify them, but a friend 
told me she heard that purple works 
well to protect them. This basically 
leaves the door open for you to choose 
exactly what environment you wish 
to surround your cards in simply by 
the color of the silk. With wood 
however you don't have this option, 
wood is, well, wood. 

Now as for the deck itself, if 
you ask anyone who owns a tarot 
deck if they know what each card 
symbolizes, odds are they would have 
to say no. It's not that the tarot is 
complex, it's just that it's rather large 
and has a broad variety. The best way 
to go about learning the cards is to 
remember that they are separated into 
twoarcanas: the major and theminor. 
The major arcana is comprised of 22 
cards, being such as the magician, the 
high priestess, the empress, etc. ... 
The minor arcana is composed of 56 
cards which are then separated into 4 
suits: swords, cups, wands, and pen- 



tacles. Each of these suits contains 
14 cards, being much like a deck of 
playing cards which has 13 for each 
suit (the page is an extra card added to 
the tarot). 

Now the simplicity in this is 
that you have numbers one through 
nineineachofyoursuits. Each of the 
suits has a corresponding elemental, 
such as cups go with water, swords 
with air, wands with fire, and penta- 
cles with earth. Now by possessing a 
description of each of the elements, 
and what each number between one 
and nine represents you can essen- 
tially know what the card represents 
without having to learn each one in- 



dividually. An example being the 
ace of wands, with this you just havr 
to recall what one symbolizes and 
what fire does, and right there you 
can combine the two and know what 
this card represents. Unfortunately 
this only works for the cards of ace 
through nine, for the others of the 
minor and major arcanas the best bet 
would probably be to look at the 
cards, examine details (such as the 
lighting: bright and sunny, or dark 
and gloomy) and with that you can 
get an approximation of what it 
means. And if that isn't your fancy, 
well you can always just memorize.

The principle behind bio- 
rhythm is that our lives are affected 
by three primary cycles: physical, 
emotional, and intellectual. These 
cycles start at a middle point when 
we are bom and then go up and down 
at different rates over our lifetimes. 
When any of the cycles are at a high 
point, things we do that require as- 
pects of that trait are more successful, 
the reverse is true during the low

points of a cycle. Many people report 
that they can improve the quality of 
their lives by monitoring their bio- 
rhythms and acting accordingly. 

The three cycles that suppos- 
edly rule our behavior, the physical, 
emotional and intellectual (in case 
you forgot), are each represented by 
a sinus wave for a certain period: 23 
for the physical, 28 days for the emo- 
tional and 33 days for the mental. 
Each of these waves are put onto a 




chart, containing a central line and 
two sections, one positive and one 
negative. Totheleftofthecenterline 
is negative: the cycle in question will 
be in a recuperative phase. To the 
right is positive: you will be at your 
best during these times. When acycle 
crosses the axis there is a critical 
period where the cycle in question is 
in transition. 

In a compatibility biorhythm 
chart however, you have more than 
just your basic three rhythms. You 
are now confronted with six different 
aspects to be evaluated: three pri- 
mary rhythms and three secondary 
rhythms. The primary rhythms re- 
main the same, being physical, emo- 
tional, and intellectual, but added to 
those are the secondary rhythms of 
passion, wisdom, and mastery. Pas- 
sion is essentially a combination of 
your physical and emotional waves, 
expressing drive, incentive, and raw 
sexuality. Wisdom is a combination 
of the emotional and intellectual 
waves, giving you the ability to de- 
cide whether the relationship is worth 
pursuing since wisdom leads pas- 
sion. And then mastery is a combina- 
tion of the intellectual and physical 
curves, providing you with the en- 
ergy required to complete the task 
you have first set out to do. Mastery 
also represents the ability to act on 
what you desire. The last three really 
aren't necessary in a biorhythm com- 
patibility chart, but are just provided 
by some (not all) to give you a more 
in depth analysis.

Palmistry is the art or practice of reading a person's character or 
future from the markings on his palms. It also is said to offer insight into 
your personality, character, talents, potential for success and prosperity, 
and personal relationships. That about sums it up. Seriously, it is not 
that complicated a domain. So since it's so easy to describe, here's a list 
of a few of the lines that are used in palmistry readings, focusing on the 
main ones and not mentioning all the smaller ones: 
Lifeline: This linestarts somewhere between your thumb and index finger 
and curves down around your Venus mountain, the bump on your palm 
located under your thumb. The lifeline tells something aboutyour vitality; 
the deeper the line is, the more energetic and healthy you are. 
Hea rt line : This line starts under your little finger, runs across your palm 
very slightly bending upward and ends usually between your middle and 
index finger. This line reflects the matters of the heart, both mentally and 
physically. If it is deep and not broken you are a stable 
person. 

Headline: This line starts very near to the Lifeline and runs across the 
palm while slightly bending downwards. It tells you about both your 
intellectual capabilities and the functioning of your central nervous 
system. If it is long (ending under your little finger) and regular, you'll 
study your whole life and you have a wide interest. If the Headline bends 
very muchdownward you are likely tobe depressive sometimes and more 
easily influenced by other people. 

Fa t eline : This line runs from the bottom to the top of your palm, pointing 
towards the base of your middle finger. It starts low in your palm and 
usually ends near its crossing with the Heartline. A non-broken, clear and 
deep line indicates a good career achieved through a healthy struggle. Less 
clear lines indicate a not-so-special career and a more standard life. 

The web is a great place to go and find locations that will do palm 
readings free of charge. The best one I have come across to date is called 
CyberPahn, located at http://www.tavnut.coin/. It possesses a Java box 
that actually gives you the opportunity tocustomize the lines on the screen 
so that they match those of your hand, which is really sharp. Plus, I must 
admit the entrance line asking 'Tell me your name beautiful' makes the 
site a little more entertaining. It also includes a feature that gives you a 
summary of what each line represents, and loads it onto a separate screen 
so you can print it up to take with you. But unfortunately this site is 
probably not accessible to everyone , so an alternative can be found 
at ln^^/www45eodttes^»in/Athens/Atiantls/8767/. It's not as im- 
pressive as the first, but a decent alternative consisting of images that are 
used to be compared to the lines on your hand, leavingyou to simply click 
on the one that applies.

Being in the right state of mind when playing around with tarot 
cards, rune stones, or any other similar item is essential if you want to 
obtain good results.

Make sure to take 
your time when it comes to opening your eyes or standing up, you are after 
all making the transition from a very relaxed and passive state to a much 
more active one. After all, it defeats the purpose of meditation if you're 
trying to bring yourself to a relaxed state that you can carry with you if 
you're just going to give yourself a jolt and reminder of exactly how the 
reality around you is.

Healing Herbs

For years upon years we've 
been using plants and herbs to cure 
the smallest of ailments. But now in 
an age where popping pills seems to 
be the thing to do, we seem to have 
forgotten about how much better a 
simple cup of tea could actually make 
you feel. So below are a few 
recipes for common ailments for you 
to use as you see fit (unfortunately I 
was unable to find any for headaches 
or hangovers, so you're going to have 
to rely on caffeine and Tylenol as 
cures). 

Coughs: In three pints of 
boiling water, place peppermint 
leaves, one cup of rum, one half cup 
lemon juice, one ounce cinnamon 
bark and one ounce comfrey root. 
After these are well blended, strain 
and add hal f a pound of sugar and two 
ounces of honey, bringing the entire 
mixture to a rolling boil. Cool and 
store in an air tight container for use 
as a cough syrup. 

Fever: Warm one quart of 



whiskey with the peels of two or- 
anges and one lemon. Take two tea- 
spoons after each meal. Another 
option is to take one thumb-size piece 
of ginger root, washed and peeled, 
and boil it in a cup or so of water for 
two or three minutes. Add a pinch of 
cayenne pepper, 1/4 teaspoon honey 
and the juice from half a lemon. Drink 
as hot as possible, as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Insomnia: Two raw onions 
eaten before bed with a healiny por- 
tion of bread and butter is said to aid 
sleep. But since most of the popula- 
tion would find this idea rather re- 
pulsing, teas consisting of chamo- 
mile, valerian, catnip, and/or pepper- 
mint (a combination of a few of these 
is said to work wonders) are good 
substitutes. 

Stomachaches: A tea of mint, 
strawberry leaf, catnip and black- 
berry with one tablespoon of brandy 
should ease the stomach. Chamo- 
mile tea is also useful to get rid of sore 
stomachs. 
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And of course with the im- 
pending cold and flu season, stick to 
the same old remedies of lots of flu- 
ids (mainly water and orange juice), 
chicken broth, aspirin, and lots of 
rest. But along with these you could 
also try popping some Echinacea tab- 
lets, which will help to rebuild your 
immune system, and you could also 
try the recipe for the tea below which 
is designed especially to fight colds: 
3 cups water 

10 teaspoons cayenne pepper 
3 cloves crushed garlic 
3 tablespoons honey 
3 lemons 

3 teaspoons fresh ginger, finely 
chopped 

Brew all the ingredients to- 
gether. Squeeze the juice from the 
lemons, but leave the rinds floating in 
the tea. While simmering, put your 
face directly over the steam and in- 
hale. Sip the tea and make a horrible 
face (the tea should take care of this 
part for you). Repeat as often as 
necessary. 
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What is Astrology?

Each individual has a completely unique birth 
chart, and each individual will respond to that chart, in his or her own way because we all have 
free will and ultimately can determine and choose what we make of our lives. Sun Sign columns 
look at only one factor in the chart - the sign placement of the Sun. While there is no question 
that the Sun is very important in the chart, you can only tell the most general things about a 
person based on their Sun Sign alone, and all of these only relate to how they want to express 
themselves in a conscious way. Most of us, however, do not use our Sun the majority of the time; 
most people express their Moon sign far more than they do their Sun Sign. 

In order to be able to get a useful understanding of ourselves using astrology, we have to 
consider all of the different contributing factors. The Sun only represents our conscious sense 
of self; the Moon is our emotional and feeling nature; Mercury rules the communication and 
reasoning functions; Venus governs how we relate to others; Mars shows how we defend 
ourselves, and how we take action based on our desires; Jupiter shows how we seek to grow 
and expand our understanding of the world; Saturn shows where we need structure and 
limitations, and how we feel about authority and responsibility. 

Sun Sign columns are unfortunatery how most people perceive astrology. Sun Sign columns 
are only useful as entertainment. True astrology, however, is a powerful tool for self- 
knowledge, healing, transformation and spiritual growth. 
What is an Astrological Forecast? 

The relationships or aspects between the planets in a Horoscope influence an individual's 
nature and temperament over a lifetime. In the same way, as the planets appear to cycle or transit 
across the sky, the aspects they form with the planets in an individual's Horoscope influence 
day to day life. 

Other types of Astrological Forecasts look at the theoretical changes or progression of the 
birth chart, taking one day to equal one year (e.g. 30 days after you were born - your 30th year 
of life) and interpret these to gain insight into the major internal changes we experience. 

Solar and Lunar Returns take a chart cast for the exact moment that the sun or moon returns 
to the place that it was in the birth chart, to get a picture of what the next year (Solar Return) 
or month (Lunar Return) looks like. „,, 

What is a Rising Sign and why is it important? 

The Rising Sign or Ascendant is the sign that is on the eastern horizon at the exact time of 
birth. It is also the sign that rules the first house of a person's chart. The houses are relative 
divisions of the heavens, depending on the birthplace and birth time of the individual, and each 
house represents a basic field of activity. The meanings of the houses are modified when they 
are occupied by a planet. The rotation of the Earth causes the signs and the planets to pass 
through all twelve houses each day, one approximately every two hours. 

The houses relate to conditions, while the signs tell us about character traits. If we were to 
compare Astrology to acting, we would say that the planets are the actors, the signs are the roles 
that they play, and the houses are the settings or situations in which the cast portrays its roles. 



Astrology 



The first house, and in particular the Ascendant or Rising Sign, shows an individual's 
personality, natural disposition and tendencies, individuality, and the way they express them- 
selves. It shows how people see us, and the way we want others to see us. 

What does it mean when Astrologers say that a planet "rules" a sign? 

Rulerships or dignities are a rather thorny subject among Astrologers. What is meant by 
saying a planet "rules" a sign is that when positioned in that sign, a planet expresses its energy 
more naturally, with greater strength and expression. Another term for planetary dignity is 
saying that a planet is "at home" in a sign, and that pretty much describes it. There are actually 
four categories of planetary dignity: rulership, exaltation, detriment and fall. Traditionally, 
planets in theirdignity (rulership or exaltation) were considered to be strong, and positive forces 
in achart, and planets in detriment or fall were considered to be weak and ineffective. (Then there 
are the minor dignities of Triplicity, Term and Face, but I won't get into these here!) I tend to 
work with a more spiritual approach to planetary dignity based on the teachings of Plotinus, 
Anthony Damiani and Astronoesis. When a planet is in the sign that it rules, it is working on the 
level of pure Being; in the sign of its exaltation, on what we would call the Soul level, but what 
the Greeks called "Nous"; in the sign of its Detriment, on the Mental/Emotional level (what the 
Greeks called the "Soul" level); and in the sign of its Fall, on the Physical level. Now: as to why 
dignities are such a thorny subject among Astrologers. There is no real agreement as to what 
planets rule what signs. The original system for planetary rulers, developed by the Greek 
astrologers assigned the rulers this way: 
Sun 

Leo 
Moon 

Cancer 
Mercury 

Gemini and Virgo 
Venus 

Taurus and Libra 
Mars 

Aries and Scorpio 
Jupiter 

Sagittarius and Pisces 
Saturn 

Capricorn and Aquarius 

This worked out very nicely until 1781 when the planet Uranus was discovered. (All of 
the other planets are visible to the naked eye). In a typically Uranian way, this discovery threw 
the Astrological community into an uproar that still hasn't been resolved. Neptune and Pluto 
only added to the confusion. The upshot is this: Uranus got "assigned" by modem Astrologers 
to rule Aquarius, Neptune to Pisces, and Pluto to Aries and Scorpio, and only recently has 
Scorpio edged out Aries in this dispute. Now, ask me what system I use? I use the ancient rulers 
when I work with them. TheTrans-Saturnian planets do fit into the scheme of things, in a rather 
esoteric and complicated way that I won't go into here (unless people really want to know about 
it). Personally, I think Uranus has very little to do with Aquarius; Neptune and Pisces are a much 
better fit; Pluto and Scorpio I'm still undecided on. 

Rulerships are one of the subjects that, as Kim Rogers-Gallagher puts it, you don't want 
to bring up at an Astrological cocktail party. 
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What does the crystal ball hold for you?

Mat's Top Five Bond 
Movies 



5. Live and Let Die (1973) - Roger Moore's first outing as James Bond 
was actually a pretty interesting one. Although the movie is very 70's, 
it follows the proper James Bond formula. From the drug lords in 
Harlem and the Voodoo masters in the Caribbean this movie set the 
standard for exotic locations and campy 1 970's Bond movies. Yaphatt 
Kotto's portrayal of Kananga and Jane Seymour as Solitaire make this 
the best Moore movie (out of seven), and one of the top five Bond 
movies yet. 

4. Thunderball (1965) - The first big-budget Bond movie pays off as 
one of the best (usually thought of as the second best Bond movie). The 
underwater scenes with the scuba fight and the sharks, Bond's jet-pack 
escape and his grand entrances makes this a memorable Bond movie. 
Connery really seems to be into the Bond groove by this point making 
it hard to imagine any one else in the role. The only draw back is once 
again Bond is up against SPECTRE who's leader is still unknown and 
getting a little annoying, but Emily Largo makes up for it as Bond's 
rival and love interest. 

3. From Russia With Love (1963) - Although not usually ranked very 
high, I love this movie. We see the first appearance of "Q" with a 
briefcase full of tricks, characters like Moneypenny, "M", and SPEC- 
TRE become a main-stay and the first true over-the-top bad guy is 
introduced. The whole story is great as Bond has to take a Soviet 
defector on the Orient Express all the while being followed by the evil 
Rosa Klebb and her 'killer' boots. This movie was what Bond was all 
about before big-budgets came into play. 

2. Goldeneye (1997) - 1 know a lot of Bond fans may want to kill me 
for this one, but you have to admit that Goldeneye is one of the best 
Bond movies since the original five! The action was more intense, the 
sets and story were more elaborate and finally an actor was hired that 
could fill the tuxedo as well as Connery. The movie was a huge gamble 
and it paid off immensely. Bond was brought into the nineties with a 
new boss, new attitude, and all the same suave coolness that he has had 
since the early 1960's. I don't think there will be another Bond movie 
like this for a long while. 

1. Goldfinger (1964) - If you 
had to pick one movie that could 
be considered the perfect Bond 
movie, this would have to be it. 
Every thing about this movie is 
classic James Bond. You have 
the beauties (Shirley Eaton and 
Honor Blackman), the beast 
(Oddjob) with his killer hat), a 
foreign over-the-top baddie 
(Goldfinger) and elaborate sets 
like no other. They have tried, 
but no other Bond ending will 
ever be as cool as the battle in 
Fort Knox. This movie set the 
formula like no other. Bond al- 
ways gets the girl, saves the day 
and always... always looks way 
too cool doing it. Of all the bad 

guys and Bond girls, Goldfinger is on top with the best of the best. If 
you only watch one James Bond movie, this is the one that will hook 
you for life! 

And the worst Bond movie is... 

There were some pretty bad Bond movies, ideas and characters, 
but only one movie put all these shity components together to create 
what could be called the worst James Bond movie ever. Most people 
would say it was one of the Timothy Dalton movies, but truthfully, A 
View to a Kill has to be the worst movie ever made. Christopher 
Walken who usually shines in movies sucks as the stupidest Bond 
villain ever, Grace Jones should have never been used and the Bond 
girls just weren't up to the usuall standard. And then there was Roger 
Moore. He should have retired at least one movie earlier and about 30 
pounds before. This movie can be seen as the 'almost' death of James 
Bond. This was actually the first Bond movie I ever saw, but after 
seeing the rest I know in my heart that this movie sucked! Nothing was 
good about A View to a Kill and I dare someone to try and tell me 
otherwise. Even though I own all the movies, I refuse to watch this one 
sober. Please, please avoid this movie! 




Ian Fleming 



It is hard to find a lot of infor- 
mation about the man who created 
James Bond. Ian Fleming had a very 
secretive background that has never 
been fully brought to life. The best 
way to find out the story of Ian 
Fleming, an actual agent and spy for 
Her Majesties Secret Service, would 
be to pick up the book The Spy Who 
Came In With The Cold, written by 
Harry A. Zeiger. This biography, 
originally published in 1965, covers 
Flemming's life before, during and 
after the war, and the phenomenon 
that was just beginning; James Bond. 

Ian Fleming was born in 1 908 
and was educated at Eton. After a 
brief period at Sandhurst, he went 
abroad to further his education. In 
1 93 1 , having failed to get an appoint- 
ment in the Foreign Office, he joined 
Reuters News Agency. During the 
Second World War, he was the per- 
sonal assistant to the Director of Na- 
val Intelligence at the Admiralty, ris- 



ing from the rank of Lieutenant to 
Commander. It was his wartime ex- 
periences that provided him with a 
first hand knowledge of British se- 
cret operations. 

After the war, Fleming be- 
came Foreign Minister of Kemsley 
Newspapers and built his house, 
Goldeneye, in Jamaica. At age 42 he 
wrote Casino Royale, the first of 
fourteen Bond Novels. At the time of 
his death in 1 964, the fourteen novels 
had sold more than 40 million copies. 
All the Bond novels are still in print 
and are available at bookstores. 

Along with the James Bond 
novels, Fleming has also written other 
novels including The Diamond 
Smugglers, a true life story about a 
diamond smuggling ring that was 
brought down by an ex-M.1.5. Chief, 
and Thrilling Cities, a guide book to 
all the "flesh-pots of Far Asia and 
America". But the most famous of 
the Fleming novels would be the chil- 




dren s tale Chitty-Chitty Bang- 
Bang. Not many people know that 
Fleming wrote this novel along with 
the Bond novels. Just remember that 
when you are watching Jeopardy! 



The James Bond Novel (1953 - Present) 



James Bond creator Ian 
Fleming may have died in 1964, but 
his novels still live on, and so does 
James Bond. The original fourteen 
Bond novels were written by Ian 
Fleming and became instant classics. 
Hollywood could not keep away for 
long as they started to scoop up the 
rights to the novels and send the 
movies out onto screens almost back 
to back. 

The novels are much different 
from the movies, and are much bet- 
ter. For Bond fans, it is hard to imag- 
ine anything better than a Bond movie, 
but the book is vastly superior! The 
storylines are more believable, the 
characters are more substantive, and 
the stories lead from one into the 
other. The book came out in a com- 
pletely different order than did the 
movies, so to bring the movies to the 
screen, they had to do some extreme 
alteration. The biggest change came 
in the taking of a scene from the 
original Live and Let Die (2nd book, 
8th movie) and placing it in the movie 
Licence to Kill (17th movie). The 
movies are actually a bastardization 
of the original books. 

The Fleming novels are writ-

ten as if you know everything there is 
to know about the workings of the 
British Services, but it does not take 
long to get the hang of it. There are 
some strange differences though. All 
currencies, weights and measure- 
ments are British. It gets confusing 
unless someone can tell you how 
much a Stone weighs). 

The Fleming novels are not so 



out there as the movies are. Every- 
thing is believable, and could have 
happened. Bond is not as much of a 
lady killer as he is in the movies, and 
the female leads are not named Pussy 
Galore or Agent XXX. These are 
great novels that will have you crav- 
ing more and more Bond. 

If it is more Bond you crave, 
then John Gardner is your man. In the 
early 1980's, this former journalist 
and Royal Marine Officer, was given 
the rights to the series and name of 
James Bond. Gardner has taken Bond 
into the modern era with bigger and 
more treacherous adventures. 
Gardner has just surpassed Ian 
Flemming by releasing his fifteenth 
Bond novel. 

Bond is different in these nov- 
els, as he is modernized and a little 
more like the movie character than 
the original print incarnation. Gardner 
has grasped the feeling of Bond very 
well though, and has released many 
great adventures for 007. It is just 
great that the series has continued. 
The Gardner novels are good novels, 
but I recommend reading them only 
after reading the original series by 
Fleming.

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The Phenomenon of James Bond 



Ever since the 1950's, James 
Bond has been a phenom that cannot 
be stopped. He first appeared as a 
suave gambler in the novel Casino 
Royale, foiling a plot to divert Bacca- 
rat winnings into the evil SMERSH 
empire. From that point on, spy nov- 
els were drastically altered. Never 
had a series of novels been so widely 
sought after, as Ian Flemming's 
Bond novels. He wrote the novels as 
fast as he possibly could and com- 
pleted fourteen before his death. Bond 
seemed to be a mirror of his past that 
he wanted to keep going forever; and 
that is where the movies came in. 

Although Flemming wanted 
Thunderball to be the first Bond 
movie released, the company chose 
Dr. No instead. It was a slower story, 
but it was doctored considerably for 
the movie. Flemming was on hand to 
see the first three movies released, 
and died just before Goldfinger. 
Goldfinger was the biggest movie 
opening of the time. Everyone wanted 
to see the next Bond movie, and peo- 
ple everywhere were mesmerized by 
the golden death of Shirley Eaton in 
the opening scenes. 

The movies were being 
cranked out one after another every 
year until Connery wanted a break. 
The demand was so high for another 
movie that they recast, and had Aus- 
tralian actor George Lazenby step 
into Connery 's shoes. He did a good 
job with On Her Majesty's Secret 
Service, but when it came time for the 
next movie, Connery returned in 



probably the best of the bunch, Dia- 
monds are Forever. But Connery had 
no intention of staying Bond forever. 
Instead of staying with the role and 
reaping its rewards, he gave up stat- 
ing he would never play Bond again. 
That's where Roger Moore came in. 

Moore had been famous for 
playing The Saint on television and 
was actually one of the original actors 
sought after for Dr. No. Since his 
schedule was now cleared up, he 
jumped right into the role. Moore 
changed the character considerably. 
Connery was a suave, sophisticated 
Bond, while Moore was more of a 
slower, not so believable character. 
His movies ( 7 in all ) are actually 
some of the cheesiest Bond movies in 
the series. Only three are actually 
considered good ( The Spy Who Loved 
Me, For Your Eyes Only, and The 
Man With the Golden Gun). Moore 
turned the super suave, super spy into 
acampy, 1970'ssleuth that just oozed 
cheese. Most fans of Connery agree 
that Moore did more harm than good. 
That is when Connery returned. 

The same year Octopussy was 
released, Connery returned as an older 
Bond in Never Say Never Again. Both 
movies went over well, but both ac- 
tors seemed a little old for the job. 
After that, Moore made the worst 
Bond movie ever (A View to a Kill) he 
decided he would retire his flabby 
spyman and let someone else take 
over. The company wanted Pierce 
Brosnan, but NBC refused to let him 
out of his Remmington Steele con- 



tract, they were forced to cast Timo- 
thy Dalton instead. 

Dalton made two very good 
action movies, but as Bond movies 
they lacked quite a bit. He was very 
hard edged, and he did not seem like 
the Bond everyone had loved. MGM 
waited out his contract and hired 
Brosnan immediately. Brosnan fit into 
the role perfecUy. He played the part 
with all the glamour that Connery did 
and gave it a 90's twist as an all out 
action star. GoldenEye opened to huge 
numbers at the box office and Brosnan 
signed on to do at least three more 
movies. 

Now as The World is Not 
Enough is set to open this week, the 
popularity of Bond has increased dra- 
matically. The novels, new and old 
are being reprinted, the movies sell 
like mad newly remastered on DVD 
and video, and there is even an annual 
James Bond Convention. And why 
not? The Trekies get one, so why not 
Bond fanatics? Bond ' s popularity has 
gone through the roof and it does not 
seem to be letting up. For over forty 
years now different generations have 
been able to enjoy James Bond and 
hopefully more and more generations 
will be able to enjoy the novels and 
movies in the future. James Bond is a 
phenomenon that cannot be stopped 
by SMERSH, SPECTRE, the movie 
industry or even a bombshell with a 
martini in her hand. Bond will live 
forever!

Maury Hill, chef de la division de la 
performance humaine au Bureau de 
la securite des transports du Canada 
(BST). Ensemble, ils etudient les 
liens entre les enqueteurs a temps 
plei net ceux a temps partieletessaient 
de voir comment amener les 
enqueteurs du secteurprive a adopter 
les techniques du BST.

Voila un autre exemple de politiciens qui ne prennent aucunement en 
consideration les interets du peuple, mais seulement les interets de leur 
propre agenda.

They're out to get you. Be- 
tween the X-Files, Conspiracy Theory 
and countless other bits of mainstream 
media, this is the message that is 
ingrained in the heads of millions. 
And if you 're looking to keep track of 
all these plots against you, it doesn't 
help that "They" change from con- 
spiracy to conspiracy, each with their 
own methods and purpose. From 
freemasonry to UFOs to the death of 
Princess Diana, there are so many 
conspiracy theories out there that it's 
virtually impossible to keep track of 
them all. Conspiracy writer and best- 
selling author Robert Anton Wilson 
realizes this as well, and has created 
Everything Is Under Control: Con- 
spiracies, Cults and Cover-ups to try 
and make sense of it all. 

Wilson has written more than 
30 books on conspiracies, and his 
insanely extensive knowledge of his 
subject matter shines through on most 
every page of Everything Is Under 
Control. Most any conspiracy (or 
cult or cover-up) that you could pos- 
sibly imagine is covered in this book. 
Satanism, AIDS, Freemasonry, 
Knights Templar, the murder of 
Marilyn Monroe, crop circles, the 
Illuminati, the CIA, governmental 
chemical testing on the public, the 
list goes on. Even stuff you've prob- 
ably never heard of is described in 
fair detail. Ever hear of the Circum- 
cision Conspiracy? How about the 
Priory of Sion? Or maybe the Her- 
metic Order of the Golden Dawn? I 
didn't think so. These, and hundreds 
more just pack the book. Everything 
is detailed, and even the details have 
details. The great thing about this 
book is that it isn't afraid to list each 
and every twist and turn of the con- 
spiracies that we know and love, and 
even those that we don't. Take the 
Kennedy assassination, for example. 
Most people know that Lee Harvey 
Oswald was the supposed assassin of 
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John Kennedy, and that the real 
shooter was supposedly on the Grassy 
Knoll. The book covers not only the 
possibility of the CIA being behind it 
all, but also the Mafia, the FBI, Nazis 
and even UFOlogists being the po- 
tential Kennedy murderers. Even 
Princess Diana's death is tied to the 
New World Order, the Bank of Eng- 
land and even Bill Clinton. 

Everything Is Under Control 
isn't exactly a regular book, in any 
sense of the word. Because there are 
so many different conspiracies to 
present, it would be impossible to 
present them all in a straight-to-fin- 
ish discussion. Even a chapter-by- 
chapter discussion would be impos- 
sible due to the sheer number of sub- 
jects. Wilson has instead decided to 
present the book as a Conspiracy 
Encyclopedia: the various entries 
float about the book in an alphabeti- 
cal order. This allows Wilson to 
present just about everything that he 
could possibly want to talk about, 
from conspiracies as big as the John 
F. Kennedy assassination to some- 
thing as small as the Good Times 
computer virus. Also, because the 
conspiracies are presented as ency- 
clopediaentries.each one comes com- 
plete with related book references 
and internet addresses wherever pos- 
sible. This makes the book interac- 
tive, in a sense, which would be im- 
possible in any other format. 

This encyclopedic format is 
actually both a good thing and a bad 



thing. It's good in that the conspira- 
cies being entered in small, easily- 
digestible bits make it easy to skim 
and learn a fair bit on a number of 
subjects, and also allows Wilson to 
cover a wide range of things. The 
down side is that because he has so 
much space to work with, Wilson 
almost seems to be grasping at straws 
for stuff to fill the book with. For 
example, there's an entry on how 
Charlie Chaplin entered a Chaplin 
look-alike contestand came infourth. 
Sure, it's interesting, but it doesn't 
even remotely seem to fit into a book 
about how everybody's out to get 
you. Or the entry on the parody of the 
Good Times virus, which itself was a 
hoax. Talking about a hoax kinda 
makes sense in a book like this. But 
a parody of a hoax? It's funny, but 
what's the point? It just made the 
book sometimes feel as though the 
author had a certain number of pages 
to fill and had to fill it with, well, 
SOMETHING. 

Despite the book 's occasional 
pointless entry, Everything Is Under •*■ 
Control is a fantastic book and a 
must-have for the budding 
conspiratologist. There are so many 
conspiracies presented in this book, 
most of which touch on each other, 
interweaving with some and tying 
into others, that you can easily spend 
days reading over the entries and still 
have barely scratched the surface. 
Given, the sheer amount of 
interconnectedness can sometimes 
get a little confusing, but it's nothing 
compared to trying to get it all straight 
in your head without the help of the 
book. All in all, I'd recommend this 
book to any psycho with more than 
an unhealthy amount of time and 
curiosity on their hands. Becoming 
aware of who's out to get you is 
always important. ..Unless you're one 
of "Them". And remember, "Just 
because you're not paranoid doesn't 
mean they're not plotting against 
you."

An exhibition of Helmi Kurki's recent work in stained glass ended 
November 14th at the Art Gallery of Sudbury. 

Is stained glass window jewelry art? This is the question that arises 
from the Gallery's display of Kurki's work. When I first saw that the gallery 
was displaying stained glass I thought of two dimensional window hangings 
and Tiffany lamps. I thought of my Grandmother. When I went to the display 
I realized why the gallery had no problem displaying Kurki's work. It was 
beautiful, and that was Kurki's purpose. In the artist' statement in Impact, 
the Art Gallery of Sudbury newsletter, Kurki says "I create these objects 
because I like the beauty and enigma that comes out of a piece, the "What if?" 
and "Hmm?" aspect that can be seen in my window jewelry." 

Many of the pieces are three dimensional and are made from things 
like jewelry, wire, broken glass, marbles, glass beads, chains, and bits of 
metal. Most of the pieces are very detailed. My favorite pieces have small 
smooth round pieces of glass beside each other to make a "bubble" effect. 
These pieces also have interesting names: Broken Time Lines & Altered 
Destinies, Wind Tossed & Ocean Washed, and Rooted Reeds.

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Styx in Sudbury 



It's caveat emptor for those 
who choose to attend the Styx con- 
cert this Friday night. They've sent a 
number of bullets to the top of the 
charts over the past couple of years, 
so many will attend the event for all 
the wrong reasons. 

Styx' attempts to portray 
themselves as one of the top progeni- 
tors of North America art rock. In 
this reviewers humble estimation, 
they usually sound more facile than 
profound. Most of their tunes are 
based on an interesting lick, but usu- 
ally end up being beaten to death, 
rather than developed into the pseudo- 
symphonic style typified by art rock. 

The group also personified 
what happens to somebody who gets 
a good recording contract. A number 
of their more popular tunes were 
scored up to 5 years ago, but weren't 
heard until A&M Records, with their 
massive publicity machine, put them 
under contract. Previously, Styx has 
been known only in the Chicago area, 
more or less as a local house-band, 
and with one exception, the members 




have been playing together for over a 
decade. 

True enough, their two most 
recent recordings have shown an in- 
creasing maturity, and it is hoped that 
this will surface during their present 
tour. However, Sudburians beware! 
The last time Styx played in town, 
they only brought half their show 
with them, the most notable lack be- 
ing the ballet dancer that had been 
most prominent in their advertising. 
Despite protestations of artistic in- 
tegrity, money still makes the rock 
world go round. 



Pill Users Die Earlier 



New York (LNS-CUP) — A recent 
study of the effects of oral contracep- 
tives on women sponsored by the 
British Royal College of General 
Practitioners has concluded that 
women who take the pill have a 40 
per cent higher death rate than women 
of the same age who never used the 
pill. 

This most comprehensive 
study to date of pill-related deaths 
was based on an analysis of 1 1 deaths 
that occurred among 46,000 women 
involved in the study since 1968. 
Half of the women taking part in the 
study had never taken the pill. 

The study attributes the in- 
creased death rate to circulatory dis- 



eases, including heart attacks and 
other heart ailments, high blood pres- 
sure, blood clots, strokes and brain 
hemorrhages. 

The new findings also sug- 
gest that the risk of death associated 
with the pill may increase with the 
length of time a woman takes the pill, 
and that this risk may remain el- 
evated for some years after pill use 
discontinued. Combined with ciga- 
rette smoking the dangers of pill use 
were said to escalate further. 

The study has prompted Brit- 
ish medical authorities to recommend 
that women over 35 stop using the 
pill.

RODEO 
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SGA Ratifies 100% Fee Increase For 
Colleges and Schools 



After a heated debate, the Stu- 
dent's General Association ratified a 
100% increase of college and school 
fees, to be paid next year by Lauren- 
tian students. President Pat Legris 
told Council that he had been ap- 
proached by a number of people con- 
cerned because college councils have 
not received an increase in subsidy 
for six years. Students presently con- 
tribute $10 to their respective col- 
leges or faculties and will now pay 
$20. 

SGA Councilor Tony Ingram, 
who voted against the motion, said 
that students have been complaining 
about OS AP increases for over a year, 
only to levy a 100% increase in fees 



against themselves. Besides, the 
Colleges are not serving non-resi- 
dence members now, he said. 

University College repre- 
sentatives were particularly strong in 
favour of the increase. They stated 
that it has been increasingly difficult 
for them to field hockey and other 
intramural teams, or to stage events 
of any kind, with the present con- 
straints on their budgets. Not one 
was able to say whether a raise in 
college fees would increase services 
to students. 

Two Engineering Reps., 
Vatch Minasian and Gord Revie (both 
voted against the increase) put for- 
ward a motion to subsequently de- 



crease SGA fees by ten dollars. Much 
to the chagrin and heckling of most of 
the council. It was believed that this 
was done to offset the previous mo- 
tion. Later during the week, Vatch 
stated that they wanted to examine 
where students services were being 
most effectively distributed from. The 
SGA being the senior student body 
would be the best place to investigate 
student servicing, it was suggested. 
Councilor Cathy Lebland suggested 
the fee increase was not out of hand 
because of the places students spend 
their money otherwise. "They can 
just cut down on the amount they 
spend at the Pub" she said.
